At the time of the 1926 census, when 248.162 
farms were recorded in the Provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, there were found upon 
these 63,390 gasoline engines, 50.136 farm tractors, 
101,529 automobiles and 5,640 farm trucks. A 
new are of expansion in these- farm facilities opened 
up within the past, few years, due to the prosperous 
state in which Canadian farmers find themselves, 
there being ample funds on hand to expend in taking 
contemplated steps towards the improvement of farm 
operation. In the past year sales of automobiles and 
motor trucks to Western Canadian farms reached 
record heights, and the trend towards the mechaniza¬ 
tion of farm power was never as pronounced as at 
the present time. 

Salts of farm tractors in Western Canada in 
1928 surpassed all previous years, showing an increase 
of seventy-one per cent, over 1927 and of sixty-seven 
per cent, over 1920, previously the largest year of 
tractor sales in the territory. In the last ten years 
tlwre have been 70,736 farm tractors sold in Western 
‘j* Pt*k _ being reached in 1928 with 
I7,I4J. Of those in the past year. 2,209 went to 
farms in Manitoba. 8,703 to Saskatchewan and 
to Albert*. There are now. according to 
C«nate. 64,361 farm tractors in the Prairie Prov- 
mces. while there is every indication the present year 
will make a further substantial addition to this num-

WHAT THE BANKERS THINK 


TheWeather 


T aking for his subject the 

general prosperous condition of the country, with 
comparisons in business activity. Mr. C. E. Neill, 
vice-president and general manager of the Royal Bank 
of Canada, has contributed an instructive article to 
» recent issue of The Financial Post. Included in 
hu obsereitions nlso »ro important references to the 
tariff policy of the United States and the effect that 
policy might have upon our trade, and what it might 
do for our business relationships with Great Britain. 

Mr. Neill begins his article by pointing out that 
at the end of 1928 there Was general optimism as 
to the prospects for industry and trade during the 
coming year. The developments during the first 
quarter have strengthened the opinion that Canada is 
in the midst of e period of remarkable prosperity, 
based upon a balanced expension in practically every 
line of industry. 

The statistics of the building industry. Mr. Neill 
proceeds, constitute an excellent example of the gen¬ 
eral trend toward expansion. During January and 
February. relatively quiet months in building, the value 
of the building contracts awarded amounted to 

$70,000,000, as compared with $46,000,000 in 
1928, $36,000,000 in 1927 and $26,000,000 in 
the same months of 1926. 

Reports from the Prairie Provinces indicate that 
field operations are under way and that in some sec¬ 
tions seeding has been started. Favorable weather 
last Fall enabled the farmer to prepare the land more 
thoroughly than usual. As compared with 16,295.- 
000 acres prepared during the Fall of 1927 for the 
1928 crop, 17,453,000 ecres have been made ready 
for the present planting. 

From this aspect of expansion Mr. Neill points 
to a number of favorable signs for the coming months, 
mentioning specifically the exploration and develop-' 
ment of new mineral areas which are being earned out 
at the seme rapid rate es last year. He then proceeds:

If further handicaps are placed on the exports of 
Canada to the United Stale*. It will be Imperative for 
Canadians to seek more favorable trade agreements 
with other nation* and to change the present rela¬ 
tionship by the application of measure* for their own 
protection As a last resort it may be necessary to meet 
thla situation by direct tariff Increase* and by granting 
further preference to Oreat Britain and to most-favored- 
natlons. This Is not a statement in favor of exorbitant 
tariffs. I am not suggesting tariff*, which will Increase 
-UM tQ*t of living 1 xt Canada, but rather such measures 
aa will permit the continued growth of Canadian pro¬ 
duction and stimulate trade relationships with those 
countries that are willing to buy agricultural and other 
products from this country on terms which will permit 
the maintenance of a reasonable and stable prosperity.
